Shall acquaint you with the manner of the en. 
trance of the Queen of Sweden into this City.. The 
Archduke of Tirot having many. months ſtace: been 
advertiſed of the Queens intent1on, to paſſe through 
this City, reſolved to give heran ext: aordinary noble 


entertainment. To this end he ſent Letters toall the 


Gentry 
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Gentry and Nobility-in this Country, and to his 
Friends'4n'the' parts adjacent, to wait upon him in 
their bravery at his Court on Saturday laſt. In the 
evening the Archduke having intelligence that the 
Queen would lodge within 9 mile of this City, took 
Poſt with his brother the Archbiſhop, and a dozens 
Gentlemen, and onely kiſt her hands,' bidding her 
welcom into his \Dominions, and returned back hj- 
ther the ſame night. The next day, being Sunday, 
abuut 4 in the afternoon, 12 ofthe Archdukes Trums 
petters, and molt of the aforeſaid Nobility and Gen- 
try rode before him; the Archdutcheſs, which is the 
Duke of Florence his Siſter, being carried after him in 
a rich Sedan, the reſt of the.Gentry about and behind

| ſhipped the Army, weartved there uppon the 100f 
May, and took the Town of St. Fago dela Vega, having 
beat the Enemy from their Forts and Ordnance, 
who were got together in a body, confiſting of about 
3000 men. And fr. m this place nothing did divert 
our firſt atrempr, but that it had not a name in the 
world; for we find the Country equall, if not ſupe- 
riour to Hiſþ.niola, and in four miles march here, we 
ſaw more Cattle and Plantations then 1n fourty in 
Hiſpaniola, and a betteratre; and .the icituation there- 
of much more advantagious to all purpoſes. We 
are now getting horſes, whereof there are great a= 
bundance 1n the Ifland to make Trovupers and Dra- 
goons, to purſue the Enemy, who are fled unto the 
\oods, and endeavour to get away Into the Ifland 
of Cuba, twenty leagues from this ; for prevention 
whereof we have laidſome Frigots in the way, The 
Fleet got ſafe jnto the Harbor, which is indeed a very 
ſafe and gallant one for riding 1n all winds. We find 
here Ebony 1n great plenty, ſtore of large Cattle,and 
Timber in abundance for ſhipping, and ſome ſhips 
onthe ſtocks in building ; the Ground very Fertile, 
and full of brave Plains and Rivers. Fhere is like- 
wiſe great ſiore of Salt-Peter, which ſome men among 
us,who are Powder men of London, doe aftirme, may 
be had as good and as plentifully, as in any place in 
the world, and in three years time. they willunder- 
take to ſerve Erg/and.with.it, woads and Rivers for 
carriage being eaſie here, with choice places toerect .

Here followeth another Letter from the Fleet in Jamaica 
Harbour, concerning our Affairs in the Weſt. Indies. 
June 25+ 1656. 


N the laſt to you dated the 12 of March, by the 
conveyance of the Grantham, we intimated the de- 
parture of ſome Frigats for the Maine, which fince 
r. turned with Intelligence onely of 7 ſhips inthe 
Harbour of Carthagene. A few dayes after, A Council 
of War was called, and it was thought expedient to 
move upon ſome defigne for the advantage of the 
Commonwealth rather than lie ſtill in Harbour. In 
order to which, eleven of the beſt ſailing Frigats in 
the Fleet were choſen out for the effecting of our 
purpoſe (the Admiral himfelfto command in chief:) 
The 
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The Port we were bound for, proved to be Rio de 14 
Hache, a Town about 3o Leagues to the Ealtward of 
SanGFa Martha. Welanded 500 Seamen a'mile Weſt- 
ward of the Town, where they ſaluted us trom the 
Fort ſtanding to the Eaſtward with three great ſhot, 
but did no execution 3 whereupon we marched 
boldly forward, and by the advantage of ſome houſes 
near adjoyning, we got thither, and played our ſmall 
ſhot into the Fort fo faſt, that they ſoon deſerted 
their great Gunns, and begged for Quarter, which 
was preſently granted 3 the Fort was 19 foot high, 
with a Bre(t-work on the top, and 4 brafſe Guns 
mounted : The Inhabitants had ſent away all their 
'Good- by their Negroes upon their firk cſpiall of us, 
which was 5 hours before we landed. We ſtayed 
there 3 or 4 days, and ſent ſeverall Parties up into 
the Country in queſt of the Enemy, but took none 
ſave one Frier, and ſome Spaniſh women and Ne- 
groes. In the mcan time, ſeyerall came down with 
Flags ot Truce, and gave us notice, that the Gover- 
nour of the place would come and compound for 
them + but they failed at the prefixed time ; where- 
fore Orders were gtven for carrying aboard the Spa- 
niſh priſoners (women excepted) and the Towni'to - 
be immediately fired, and our Forces drawn off, 

Afﬀter all matters were di{patched here, we fet ſail 
to Sanda Martha to reyiew our former {poiles. WE 
drew out the ſame party, and went on ſhore, no Ene. 
my oppoling, molt perſons of Quality being fled to 
Carthagene for ſecurity. We ſoon left the place after - 
we had watered; and eſpying a Saile at Sea, in few 
hours we came up with her, and found her to be a 
Spaniſh Prize laden with Oyle, Clives, Wine, Stufis, 
to a good yalue, 

Thea 
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Then we moved towards Carthagene to ſhew our 
felves; welay tbere one day, and then 8 ofthe Fleet 
departed for Jemaica, leaving three of us behind in 
our former ſtation, 6 leagues Eaſtward of Carthagene. 
In their way they chaſed another Ship laden with 
Cocoes, and took her, and have ſent the Fruit to the 
Lord PioteCtor :1t 1+ good tomake Chocolctte, which 
js a great Drink 1n theſe Countries. 

We that were behind after the reſt of the Fleet, 
two Evenings together near Sun.ſet, made another 
Saile ; but night approaching, we loſt fight of her, 
and the next day ſaw her at Anchor under Carthagere 
wall. Weattempted to bring our Ships near her. 
but they diſcovering our intents, haled her aſhore, 
cutting their Cables ; fo that we being Ships of 
great burthen, had not depth of Water, beſides the 
danger of the Forts. We gave the Town a ſtrong 
Alarm, coming within ſhot, but they fired no Guns. 
So we left our chaſe,:and with the adyantage of a 
Weſterly wind (which is not uſuall here) we got up 
as high as Sands Martha, and ſo ſtood over for 
Jamaica, leaving the other two Ships behind, where 
they chaſed another Veſle)] into the ſhore, which 
ſuffered ſhipwrack there, laden with Tobacco, Hides, 
and Cocoes. 

Seyerall Gentlemen from the Governour of XMewis 
have been here to view this I{Jand of Jamaica, in or- 
der to their Tranſplanting , who approve of the 
Ground very wel}, and are upon their Return with 
three ofthe States ſhips, to fetch the Governor, and
